a  point  on  tSe  earth's  surface  can  be  perpetuated  by  placing  some  physical 
oblec?  tnere  to  mark  it,  and  recording  its  description,  together  with 
references  to  purely  local  physical  features.     Many  agencies  combine  to 
destroy  not  only  the  original  marker,  but  also  all  of  its  reference 
Points      Posts  rot  away,  trees  die,  stone  piles  are  scattered,  rivers

b°UItaSas3come  to  be  well  established  court  practice  that  the  actual  posi- 
tion of  boundary  marks  on  the  ground,   if  they  can  be  established  with 
reasonable  accuracy,  shall  be  the  deciding  factor.     There  is  only  one 
point  on  the  earth ' s surf ace  at  the  intersection  of  any  one  parallel  of 
latitude  and  any  one  meridian  of  longitude.     Since  there  can  be  no  dis- 
pute as  to  the  meaning  of  a  geographic  definition  of  the  location  of  a 
noint!  is  it not  logical  that  such  definition  should  hold  over  one  based 
on  features  subject  to  change  or  destruction?  ,.  mair  hfi 

Once  a  point  or  corner  has  been  geographically  determined,  it  may  be 
recovered  easily  and  accurately  at  any  future  date  by  a  competent  geod- 
etic engineer,  even  though  the  mark  and  all  its  witnesses  have  been 

deSit°isdalso  true  that,  when  the  existing  corners  whose  locations  can 
be  accurately  established  are  defined  geographically,  those  corners 
whose  location  is  now  questionable  may  be  accurately  ^covered  and 
permanently  described.     As  each  new  point  is  established,  it  will  fit 
into  a  correlated  scheme  of  the  whole  county  and  the  county  as  a  unit 
will  fit  to  all  its  neighbors  to  form  a  unified  plan  of  the  whole  state, 
accurate  in  detail  and  of  permanent  value.  . 

As  population  increases  in  density  and  the  states  develop  industrially, 
the  need  of  this  accuracy  will  become  more  and  more  apparent.  Massachu- 
setts has  now  extended  its  triangulation  control  over  the  whole  state 
for  the  purpose  of  defining  its  property  boundaries  in  terms  of  latitude 
and  longitude.    New  Jersey  has  legalized  the  definition  of  property  boun- 
daries in  terms  of  that  state's  system  of  plane  coordinates,  which  is 
based  on  the  geodetic  control  net  of  the  United  States.     Other  states 
are  following  their  lead. 

It  is  well  established  that  Florida  is  growing  at  a  greater  rate  than 
any  other  state  in  the  southeastern  section.     There  is  no  reason  to 
believe  that  this  rate  of  growth  will  diminish.     Consequently,  the  need 
for  a  modern  system  of  survey  and  description  will  become  more  and  more 
evident  with  the  passing  years.     In  the  interest  of  economy,   the  modern 
method  should  be  adopted  now,   to  apply  to  future  surveys.     The  filing  ol 
each  new  description  would  add  a  link  to  the  network  until,  within  a  gen- 
eration, the  record  books  in  each  county  would  contain  the  accurate  and 
indisputable  determination  of  every  corner,  line,  and  boundary  within  It.

Florida  has  the  foundation  upon  which  such  a  system  of  surveys  can  b< 
built.  The.  Florida  Mapping  Project  is  engaged  upon  this  system  ol  sur- 
veys and  has  progressed  a  long  way  toward  its  completion. 
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USE  OF  HORIZONTAL  CONTROL  DATA 


The  plan  or  map  for  any  extensive  engineering  project,  whether  or  not 
map  construction  is  the  primary  object,  should  have  all  of  its  parts  pro- 
perly correlated  and  should  be  on  the  same  datum  as  adjacent  surveys. 
Federal  and  State  mapping  organizations  have  long  been  aware  of  the  neces- 
sity for  having  all  surveys  based  upon  a  common  datum,  but  local  engineers 
and  surveyors  in  this  country  have  too  often  in  the  past  been  content,  and 
in  many  cases  compelled,  to  use  a  local  datum  for  their  surveys.    The  fu- 
ture economic  disadvantage  of  such  a  system  is  now  becoming  recognized, 
with  the  result  that  city  and  county  surveys  are  being  more  generally  plac- 
ed upon  a  permanent  basis  by  connecting  them  to  stations  on  the  North  Ameri- 
can datum  of  1927. 

There  are  a  number  of  instances  where  corporations  owning  large  tracts 
of  land  have  attempted  to  make  surveys  of  their  boundaries  and  of  subdivi- 
sions of  property  by  means  of  traverse.     This  method  can  be  used  if  certain 
precautions  are  taken  but  most  of  these  corporations  have  found  it  advis- 
able to  use  the  method  of  triangulat ion  for  the  determination  of  relative 
positions  of  their  boundary  monuments  and  of  other  points  which  lie  within 
those  boundaries.     If  the  triangul ation  in  question  Is  connected  with  the 
triangulation  system  of  the  Coast  and  Geodetic  Survey,  then  true  geographic 
positions  can  be  obtained  as  well  as  the  relative  ones. 

In  a  section  of  the  country  covered  by  adequate  geodetic  control  the 
data  are  available  to  the  engineer  for  any  of  the  following  operations,  in 
addition  to  their  possible  future  use  as  a  basis  for  cadastral  surveys: 

1.       extensive  mapping.  --  The  topographer  needs  as  Initial  data  for 
beginning  a  topographic  survey  the  distance  and  direction  between  two  points 
and  the  geographic  position  of  one  of  them  in  latitude  and  longitude.  His 
local  triangulation  or  traverse,  based  on  this  control,  will  prevent  the 
accumulation  of  excessive  errors  as  he  carries  on  his  mapping  operations.

-If  it  is  desired  to  locate  or  to  delimit  accurate- 
ly and  permaSly  the  boundaries  of  political  subdivisions,  such  as  states 
counties  cities,  the  methods  indicated  in  the  preceding  paragraph  may  be 
?olloied'     Whenever  possible,  a  line  of  the  adjusted  triangulation  or  tra- 
verse  should 11 used as  a  basis  for  local  surveys  rather  than  a  point,  since 
Tllne  lives  the  three  essentials  of  position,  length,  and  direction. 

3  Local  intensive  surveys.     -The  necessity  for  such  surveys  arises 
.os^freqSntly  in  connection  with  extensive  i»P™nta  over  a  considera- 
ble area  or  as  a  basis  for  city  planning,  where  the  needs  of  a  city  are  be-

DIFFICULTIES  IN  USING  SPHERICAL  COORDINATES 

The  surface  of  the  earth  is  not  a  plane  but  is  very  irregular.     For  pur- 
ooses  of  mapping    an  ideal  surface  is  assumed  that  approaches  very  nearly  to 
52a?  i?  w™!§  Sf'iJ  the  entire  surface  were  covered  with  «ter.     Thxa  aaaum- 
ed  surface  is  not  ever  a  sphere,  but  is  an  ellipsoid  of  revolution  of  the 
form  that  approaches  most  nearly  the  sea-level  surface.  f  f 

This  spheroidal  shape  introduces  complications  in  the  calculations  of  sur 
vey  work  wnen  it  is  extended  over  a  large  area.     Geodetic  surveyin g  issue 
exact  and  extensive  work  that  all  computations  arising  in  it  have  to  take  in 
to  consideration  this  assumed  spheroidal  shape  which  f?ts  closely  the  actual 
shape  of  the  earth.

Much  has  therefore  been  gained 
through  the  establishment  of  statewide  systems  of  plane  coordinates,  which  not 
only  make  unnecessary  the  further  use  of  local  ^?epe?JrL?n?s T4r  a^Iae 
permit  the  establishment  of  a  definite  relationship    for  Points  oxer  a  wide 
area,  between  plane  coordinates  on  a  single  plane  and  geographic  positions 
ferred  to  the  meridians  and  parallels  of  the  earth. 
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PLANE-COORDINATE  SYSTEMS 

It  has  been  the  practice  of  the  local  cadastral  surveyor  and  the  engi- 
neer making  surveys  for  public  works  or  for  projects  of  a  private  charac- 
ter to  make  the  computations  as  If  the  region  involved  were  a  plane  and 
the  results  would  thus  be  based  on  a  local  plane-coordinate  system.  This 
is  satisfactory  when  the  work  is  limited  to  a  very  restricted  area,  but 
when  extensions  of  the  surveys  are  made  to  surrounding  areas  trouble  is  apt 
to  arise.     Two  adjoining  local  systems  can  be  coordinated  only  with  a  great 
deal  of  extra  computation.     It  seemed  advisable,  therefore,  to  give  study 
to  the  possibility  of  establishing  plane-coordinate  systems  for  more  exten- 
ded areas  so  as  to  provide  the  advantages  of  plane  coordinates  and  at  the 
same  time  to  make  possible  a  perfect  coordination  of  the  work  of  different 
engineers  throughout  the  whole  region  for  which  one  system  is  adequate. 

As  a  result  of  these  studies  statewide  systems  of  plane  coordinates  were 
devised  for  the  various  states,  many  states  being  covered  by  a  single  sys- 
tem of  plane  coordinates,  while  for  the  larger  states  several  systems  were 
required.     In  order  to  keep  to  a  minimum  the  errors  of  scale  which  arise 
from  projecting  from  a  curved  surface  onto  a  plane,  it  was  necessary  to  es- 
tablish three  such  systems  or  zones  for  Florida. 

USEFULNESS  OF  THE  SYSTEMS 

The  establishment  of  a  plane-coordinate  control  system  simplifies  the 
use  of  horizontal  control  because,  in  surveys  "of  comparatively  small  areas, 
the  measured  or  taped  distances  can  be  used  without  correction  In  the  com- 
putation of  coordinates  in  as  much  as  the  control  stations  used  are  cor- 
rected to  the  plane  of  the  grid.     All  surveys  tied  accurately  to  the  plane 
coordinate  system  will  not  only  give  a  true  plan  of  the  area  surveyed  but 
will  tie  to  similar  surveys  of  any  or  all  adjacent  areas. 

I  This  plane-coordinate  control  system  gives  a  permanent  general  grid  for 
large  parts  of  a  state.     County  boundaries,  township  boundaries,  property 
boundaries,   intersection  of  roads  and  streets,  and  any  prominent  features 
of  a  region  can  be  accurately  located  with  definite  X  and  Y  coordinates. 
In  the  general  system  these  plane  coordinates  can  readily  be  transformed  in- 
to latitude  and  longitude,  and  the  point  can  thus  be  definitely  located  in 
the  network  of  meridians  and  parallels  that  serve  to  locate  points  on  the 
earth's  surface).     If  the  marker  at  such  a  point  should  be  some  way  destroy- 
ed,  it  could  be  definitely  relocated  on  the  ground  from  its  relation  to  other 
marked  points.     This  is  a  very  important  characteristic  and  one  that  should 
be  given  due  consideration  by  all  engineers  and  surveyors . 

IMPORTANCE  OF  PLANE  COORDINATES 

The  establishment  of  these  general  systems  of  plane  coordinates  are  of 
tne  utmost  importance  to  state,  county,  city,  and  private  engineers. 
Such  systems  immediately  make  the  general  control  network  of  the  country 
easily  available  for  actual  use  by  the  field  surveyor.     This  should  con- 
vince any  who  are  interested  in  such  matters  that  they  constitute  an  impor- 
tant advance  in  the  execution  of  local  surveys. 

If  anyone  is  interested  in  plane-coordinate  systems  he  should  refer  to 
Special  Publication  No  193,  Manual  of  Plane-Coordinate  Computation,  and 
Serial  No  562.     The  Coast  and  Geodetic  Survey  has  also  published  two  manuals 
on  coordinate  systems  dealing  particularly  with  traverse.     They  are  Special 
Publication  No  194,  Manual  of  Traverse  Computation  on  the  Lambert  Grid,  and 
Special  Publication  No  195,  Manual  of  Traverse  Computation  on  the  Transverse 
Mercator  Grid. 

PROJECTIONS  USED  IN  FLORIDA 

Several  geographers  have  evolved  systems  of  projecting  on  to  a  plane 
interrelated  points  on  the  earth's  surface.     Where  the  area  to  be  mapped 
is  of  any  appreciable  size,  there  is  bound  to  be  distortion.;   The  U.S. 
Coast  &  Geodetic  Survey  has  adopted  the  Lambert  and  Transverse  Mercator 
systems  as  being  those  which  make  possible  a  good  map  with  the  minimum  of 
distortion.     The  Lambert  Conformal  Conic  Projection  is  suitable  for  an 
area  with  greatest  extent  in  an  east-west  direction  since  it  can  be  carried 
almost  indefinitely  in  that  direction.     Where  the  north-south  distances  are 
the  greater,  the  Transverse  Mercator  Projection  is  used. 

Because  of  the  peculiar  outline  of  the  State  of  Florida,  both  systems 
are  employed.     For  the  northern  portion,  the  Lambert  is  best  suited,  while 
the  Mercator  is  better  adapted  for  the  peninsula  section. -   See  special  pub- 
lication No  47,  The  Lambert  conformal  conic  projection.

THE  LAMBERT  PROJECTION 


The  Lambert  Conformal  Conic  Projection  can  be  looked  upon  as  a  cone-, 
the  axis  of  which  coincides  with  the  earth's  axis,  set  upon  the  earth  so 
that  it  is  tangent  at  point  of  contact.     The  cone  is  then  moved  towards 
the  equator  so  , that  it  intersects  the  earth's  surface  in  two  parallels. 
See  illustration  no  2.     Points  and  figures  on  the  earth's  surface  are 
projected  to  the  cone's  surface.     All  small  areas  on  the  earth's  surface 
retain  their  respective  shapes  on  the  cone.     The  projection  is  true  to 
scale  at  the  parallels  of  intersection,    too  small  between  the  parallels, 
and  too  large  outside  the  parallels.    When  the  cone's  surface  is  split 
along  an  element  it  can  be  unrolled  into  a  pl&ne  and  the  figures  pro- 
jected upon  it  become  a  map.    The  parallels  of  latitude  show  as  arcs 
of  concentric  circles  and  the  meridians  show  as  radii. 

The  northern  parallel  of  intersection  in  Florida  is  30  degrees  45 
minutes  north  latitude,  the  southern  parallel  of  intersection  Is  29  de- 
grees 35  minutes;  the  nortnern  limit  of  projection  is  at  31  degrees  10 
minutes,  and  the  southern  limit  is  at  29  degrees  10  minutes  north  lati- 
tude.    Thus  4/6  of  the  projection  lies  within  the  parallels  of  intersection 
1/6  lies  north,  and  l/6  lies  south  of  the  respective  parallels  of  inter- 
section.    See  illustration  no  1. 

AAs  the  eastern  edge  of  the  Lambert  projection  for  Florida  falls  near 
meridian  82°  and  the  western  near  87°  30',,  84°  30 «  was  arbitrarily  chosen 
as  the  central  meridian.     Along  this  line  the  map  north  coincides  with 
true  north.     All  other  meridians  vary  from  the  map  north,  those  west  of 
84°  30'  incline  to  the  east  and  those  east  of  the  central  meridian  incline 
to  the  west.     This  angle  between  map  north  and  true  north  at  any  given  point 
is  called  0  (THETA),  the   (mapping  angle).     It  is  subtracted  from  true  north 
west  of  the  central  meridian  and  added,  east  of  the  central  meridian.  It 
is  verv  small  even  at  the  extreme  boundaries  of  the  map.     For  instance 
82°  00',  0  is  plus  1°  15 '22".  73  while  at  87°  30'   0  is  1°  30'   27". 28.  The 
algebraic  sign  are  for  use  in  the  formula: 

True  north  plus   (plus  or  minus)  0  =  map  north;  Whence 

Geodetic  Azimuth  plus  9  =  map   (or  grid)  azimuth. 

In  all  geodetic  surveying  systems,  azimuth  is  measured  clockwise  from 
the  south. 

THE  COORDINATE  SYSTEM 

To  attain  the  greatest  ease  in  computing  and  plotting  the  various  figures 
on  the  projection,  a  grid  was  superimposed  on  it.     This  grid  operates  in 
the  same  manner  as  the  algebraic  grid.     The  point  X  =  2,000,000    Y  =0,  was 
placed 'at  the  intersection  of  meridian  84°  30'    (central  meridian)  with 
parallel  29°  0'.     As  all  points  of  the  projection  lie  north'of  the  29th 
parallel  (X  axis),  all  Y  values  will  be  positive.     Normally  the  X  values 
would  be  positive  to  the  east  of     the  central  meridian  and  negative  to  the 
west,  but;  to  avoid  the  use  of  the  negative  sign  (and  a  consequent  possible 
confusion),  2,000,000  was  added  to  the  initial  value  of  X.     X  and  Y  values 
are  in  feet. 

To  make  a  map  of  any  area  whose  control  points  have  been  computed  In  plane 
coordinates,  simply  lay  off  a  grid  in  the  desired  scale  and  plot  the  coordi- 
nates on  it.     The  resulting  map  will  not  only  be  extremely  accurate,  but  It 
will  also  tie  to  similarly  plotted  maps  of  adjacent  territory.     The  angle 
between  true  north  and  map  north,  9,  will  be  constant,  i.e.  will  not  vary 
from  year  to  year  as  does  magnetic. 

Another  advantage  is  that,  given  the  necessary  coordinates,  any  dralts- 
man  can  plot  an  accurate  map  without  needing  a  knowledge  of  the  slope  and 
curves  of  geodetic  control  lines. 

Then  again,  once  the  coordinates  of  any  point,  or  corner,  have  been  ac- 
curately determined,  it  is  an  extremely  simple  problem  for  an  engineer  to  ^ 
relocate  it  on  the  ground  at  any  future  date,  and  be  exact  to  a  fraction  ol 
a  foot.

General  Statement 

Included  in  this  publication  are  the  arcs  of  first  order  triangulation 
in  the  Lambert  -North  projection  of  Florida  that  have  been  extended  and 
adjusted  by  the  U.  S.  Coast  and  Geodetic  Survey.     Additional  first  and 
second  order  triangulation  has  been  extended  in  the  Lambert  -North  Pro- 
jection of  Florida,  the  results  of  which  have  not  been  adjusted  and  are 
not  available  for  this  publication.     Additional  second  order  triangulation 
is  being  extended  between  Lee  and  York  by  the  Florida  Mapping  Project  at 
the  present  time. 

Arcs  Included  in  this  Publication 

The  first  order  triangulation  included  in  this  publication  consists  of 
parts  of  four  first  order  arcs.  ARC  No.  1,  the  Jacksonville  to  Mobile  Arc, 
cuts  across  the  north  portion  of  the  state  from  Jacksonville  to  Tallahassee, 
then  along  the  Gulf  Coast  westward  to  Mobile.     ARC  NO.  2,  the  Florida  West 
Coest  Arc,  extends  from  the  Suwannee  River  northwestward  along  the  Gulf 
Coast  making  connection  with  the  Jacksonville  to  Mobile  Arc  in  the  vicinity 
of  Tallahassee.     ARC  No.  3,  extends  northwest  from  Tallahassee  to  the  State 
Line.     ARC  No.  4,  the  Lake  City  to  Lake  Stearns  Arc,   extends  southeastward 
from  Lake  City  to  the  south  boundary  of  the  Lambe:!t  Projection  near  Gaines- 
ville. 

Arcs  Not  Included  in  this  Publication 

The  first  order  triangulation  that  has  been  extended  but  not  adjusted 
and  not  available  for  this  publication  consists  of  parts  of  two  arcs, 
one  of  which  extends  northward  from  Live  Oak  to  the  State  Line,  the 
other  extends  northward  from  McClenny  to  the  State  Line. 

The  second  order  triangulation  that  has  been  extended  but  not  adjusted 
and  not  available  for  this  publication  consists  of  several  arcs.     One  ex- 
tends north  from- Drif ton  to  the  State  Line.     Another  extends  north  from 
Gainesville  to  the  State  Line.     The  others  are  along  the  Gulf  Coast  be- 
tween the  Suwannee  River  and  Pensacola.     There  are  also  several  third 
order  arcs  along  the  Gulf  Coast  that  are  not  adjusted. 

The  second  order  triangulation  that  is  being  extended  by  the  Florida 
Mapping  Project  at  the  present  time  is  the  arc  between  Lee  and  York. 

Statement  of  Adjustments 

The  first  order  triangulation  was  adjusted  by  the  U.  S.  Coast  and 
Geodetic  Survey,     It  is  based  on  the  North  American  Datum  of  1927.  The 
descriptions  of  stations  were  compiled  by  the  Florida  Mapping  Project 
under  the  direction  of  R.  G.  Kidd,  Topographic  Engineer.     The  sketches 
were  compiled  by  the  Florida  Mapping  Project  under  the  direction  of 
G.  D.  Hardy,  Chief  Draftsman. 

North  American  Datum  of  1927 
(Taken  from  U.S.C.&G.S.  Sp.Pub.  No.  203) 

In  the  readjustment  of  the  triangulation  in  the  western  part  of  the 
United  States  the  same  Clarke  Spheroid  of  1866  was  used  as  a  surface 
of  reference,  but  only  one  station  was  held  in  position.     The  station, 
Meades  Ranch  in  Kansas,  was  assigned  the  same  position  that  it  had  in 
the  original  United  States  standard  datum,  later  called  the  North  Ameri- 
can Datum.     This  position  of  Meades  Ranch  is  as  follows: 

Latitude  -  39-13-26.686 
Longitude  -  98-32-30.506 

This  position  was  held  in  the  new  datum  because  it  has  been  found  to  be 
best  in  accord  with  the  country  as  a  whole  In  the  extensive  investigation 
that  was  carried  out  at  the  time  of  the     adoption  of  the  original  datum. 

The  orientation  in  the  new  adjustment  is  controlled  by  various  Laplace 
azimuths  distributed  throughout  the  network  of  arcs.     The  position  of 
Meades  Ranch,  together  with  the  Laplace  azimuth  included  in  the  arcs, 
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serve  to  define  the  North  American  datum  of  1927.     The  date  is  appended  to 
the  name  of  the  new  datum  to  distinguish  it  from  the  old  North  American 
datum.     A  station  is  said  to  be  on  this  North  American  datum  of  1927  when 
it  is'rigidly  adjusted  to  the  scheme  of  the  readjusted  triangulation. 

Characteristics  of  First  Order  Triangulat ion 

The  ultimate  Criterion  applied  in  classifying  the  different  grades  of 
triangulation  is  the  actual  error  in  the  length  of  any  line.     This  is  in- 
dicated by  the  discrepancy  between  the  measured  length  of  a  base  line  and 
its  length  as  computed  through  the  triangulat ion"from  the  last  preceding 
base.     In  first  order  triangulation  such  discrepancies  must  not  exceed  one 
part* in  25,000.     Before  making  the  comparison  between  the  computed  and 
measured  lengths  the  adjustment  of  the  triangulation  should  be  carried  to 
the  point  where  the  side  and  angle  equations  have  been  satisfied.     It  is 
also  necessary  to  take  into  consideration  the  maximum  actual  error  in  the 
measurement  of  the  base  lines. 

To  secure  the  accuracy  indicated  above,  certain  standards  are  adopted 
for  the  field  work,  the  most  important  one  of  which  relates  to  the  closing 
errors  of  the  triangles  or  the  discrepancy  between  the  sum  of  the  measured 
angles  in  a  triangle  and  180  degrees  plus  the  spherical  excess  of  the  tri- 
angle.    In  first  order  triangulation  the  average  closing  error  of  the  tri- 
angles must  not  be  greatly  in  excess  of  one  second.     In  order  that  the 
angles  may  have  this  high  degree  of  accuracy,  large  theodolites  are  used  and 
observations  are  made  on  electric  signal  lamps  carefully  centered  directly 
over  the  station  marks. 

At  certain  intervals,  depending  upon  the  shape  of  the  triangles,  base 
lines  are  measured.     The  base  lines  are  measured  with  extreme  care  using  in- 
var tapes.     The  probable  error  of  a  measured  base  is  about  one  part  in 
1,000,000  of  its  length. 

At  certain  intervals  Laplace  azimuths,  or  azimuths  taken  by  observations 
on  Polaris,  are  determined  and  corrected  for  the  deflections  of  the  vertical 
at  each  Laplace  station.     The  deflections  of  the  vertical  are  due  to  the  attrac- 
tion of  mountain  or  plateau  masses  that  are  comparatively  near  the  place  at 
which  observations  are  made.     The  probable  error  of  a  Laplace  azimuth  is  about 
plus  or  minus  three-tenths  of  a  second.     The  azimuths  of  the  triangulation  de- 
pend upon  these  Laplace  azimuths. 

Secondary  Stations 

In  addition  to  the  stations  which  form  the  main  network  of  triangles,  a 
number  of  objects,   such  as  water  tanks  and  church  spires,  were  observed  upon 
from  main  scheme  stations.     These  stations  are  shown  on  the  sketches  of  trian- 
gulation and  are  given  in  the  index,  but  only  a  few  of  them  are  given  in  the 
descriptions  of  stations,  as  in  most  cases  the  name  of  the  secondary  station 
is  sufficient  for  its  accurate  identification  by  the   engineer  who  may  wish  to 
use  it. 

Sketches  of  Triangulation 

The  sketches  of  the  triangulation  found  in  this  publication  show  graphically) 
the  approximate  locations  of  the  stations,  and  the  lines  over  which  the  main 
scheme  observations  were  made.     It  is  suggested  that  if  one  should  wish  to  learn 
whether  there  are  triangulation  stations   in  the  vicinity  of  his  work  he  should 
first  consult  the  sketches.     He  can  obtain  from  them  the  names  of  the  stations 
that  may  be -of  help  to  him,  then  he  should  turn  to  the  index,  from  which  he  can: 
find  the  pages  upon  which  the  descriptions  and  coordinates  of  the  station  ap- 
pear.    In  addition  to  the  triangulation  sketches,  all  main  scheme  triangulation' 
stations  are  plotted  on  the  county  sketches  found  with  the  counties. 

General  Description  of  Tables  of  Geo- 
graphic and  Plane  Coordinate  Positions 

The  tabulations  of  geographic  positions  and  of  plane-coordinate  positions 
of  triangulation  stations  contained  in  this  publication  are  given  with  their 
respective  counties.     The  tabulations  of  geographic  positions  contain  the 
names  of  the  triangulation  stations,  their  geographic  positions,  the  forward 
and  back  azimuths  to  other  triangulation  stations  and  the  distance  to  other 
stations  in  logarithms  of  meters  and  feet.  < 

The  tabulations  of  plane  coordinates  contain  the  names  of  the  triangulation 
stations,  their  X  and  Y  coordinates  and  the  plane  azimuths  of  the  azimuth  m*rks. 
The  last  column  of  the  tabulation  is  for  elevation  in  feet  of  the  station  where 
such  elevations  have  been  determined.

Azimuth  Marks  of  Triangulation  Stations 


The  azimuths  of  triangulation  lines  offer  a  convenient  and  accurate 
means  of  testing  the  deflection  of  the  magnetic  needle  on  a  surveyor's 
transit,  and  even  the  azimuth  over  such  short  distances  as  those  between 
a  station  mark  and  its  reference  mark  may  he  used  for  this  purpose  with 
fair  accuracy,  provided  the  distance  is  greater  than  100  feet.     At  practi- 
cally all  triangulation  stations  in  Florida  a  special  azimuth  mark  has 
been  set  for  each  station  at  a  distance  of  not  less  than  one-fourth  of  a 
mile.     The  azimuth  of  the  line  from  the  station  to  this  mark  has  been  ac- 
curately determined  and  may  be  used  as  a  starting  azimuth  for  traverse 
lines  and  other  local  surveys.     All  azimuths  given  with  the  descriptions 
are  geodetic  unless  noted  otherwise,  and  are  recorded  continuously  from  true 
south  around  by  west  to  360  degrees,  south  being  0  degrees,  west  90  degrees, 
north  180  degrees,  and  east  270  degrees.  Do  not  confuse  these  azimuths  with 
plane  coordinate  azimuths  as  are  given  In  the  county  tabulations. 

Descriptions  of  Triangulation  Stations 

The  descriptions  of  triangulation  stations  given  with  each  county  are  de- 
signed to  enable  the  engineer  to; .recover  and  Identify  the  station  mark  after 
he  has  visited  the  general  locality  of  the  station.     There  will  be  times 
when  the  description,  so  far  as  witness  and  other  marks  are  concerned,  will 
have  become  out  of  date  from  changes  by  nature  or  by  the  work  of  man.  Any 
engineer  who  may  visit  a  station  and  find  that  the  description  does  not  tru- 
ly represent  the  present  conditions,  or  who  finds  the  mark  destroyed  or  muti- 
lated, should  report  the  facts  to  the  Director  of  the  United  States  Coast  and 
Geodetic  Survey,  at  Washington,  D.C.,  In  order  that  the  files  of  the  United 
States  Coast  and  Geodetic  Survey  may  be  kept  up  to  date. 

At  most  of  the  triangulation  stations  there  are  reference  and  witness  marks 
that  were  established  to  assist  in  locating  the  station.     The  distance  and  azi- 
muth from  the  station  to  each  of  these  additional  marks  are  6iven  in  the  descrip- 
tion of  the  station,  and  the  measurements  are  carefully  made,  especially  to  the 
reference  marks,  so  that  if  the  station  mark  becomes  lost  or  destroyed  the  sta- 
tion can  be  relocated  accurately  enough  for  use  in  third  order  or  local  surveys. 

In  general,  except  where  the  contrary  is  specifically  stated,  the  surface  and 
underground  marks  are  not  in  contact,  so  that  a  disturbance  of  the  surface  mark 
will  not  necessarily  affect  the  underground  mark. 

The  name  and  dates  given  In  each  description  immediately  after  the  county 
refer  to  the  Chief  of  Party  that  established  the  station,  the  date  it  was  es- 
tablished, and  the  date  it  was  last  recovered. 

Marking  of  Stations 

The  standard  disk  station  and  reference  marks  referred  to  in  the  following 
descriptions  and  notes  consist  of  a  disk  and  shank  of  brass  cast  in  one  piece. 
The  disk  of  the  station  mark  is  90  millimeters  in  diameter,  with  a  hole  at  the 
center  surrounded  by  a  20-millimeter  equilateral  triangle,  and  has  the  follow- 
ing inscribed  legend:     "U.  S.  Coast  and  Geodetic  Survey  Triangulation  Station. 
For  information  write  to  the  Superintendent,  Washington,  D.  C.     #250.00  fine 
or  imprisonment  for  disturbing  this  mark."     On  the  new  marks  made  since  March, 
1921  the  word  "Director"  replaces  the  word  "Superintendent"  in  the  inscription. 
The  shank  is  25  millimeters  in  diameter  and  80  millimeters  long,  with  a  slit 
at  the  lower  end  Into  which  a  wedge  is  inserted,  so  that  when  it  is  driven  in- 
to a  drill  hole  It  will  bulge  at  the  bottom  and  hold  the  mark  firmly  in  place. 
The  marks  used  between  about  1915  and  1920  have  grooves  cut  around  the  shank 
instead  of  the  slit. 

The  standard  disk  reference  mark,  is  the  same  size  and  shape  as  the  station 
mark,  described  above,  but  instead  of  a  triangle  it  has  an  arrow  at  the  center 
of  the  disk,  which,  when  the  mark  is  properly  set,  points  toward  the  statio 
The  legend  is  the  same  as  for  the  station  mark  except  that  the  words  "refer*  e 
mark"  take  the  place  of  the  words  "triangulation  station". 

The  standard  notes  on  the  marking  of  stations  which  are  given  below  serve 
as  a  guide  to  the  field  observer  in  selecting  the  best  type  of  mark  for  each 
particular  station.     They  are  also  useful  to  the  observer  in  writing  his  des- 
criptions, as  he  need  not  describe  the  marking  used  at  a  station  but  simply 
give  the  numbers  of  the  standard  notes  which  describe  the  station,  underground, 
reference,  and  witness  marks.     The  notes  were  made  as  general  as  possible  in 
order  that  it  might  not  be  necessary  In  the  field  to  describe  small  and  unim- 
portant details. 

At  the  end  of  the  standard  notes  are  given  a  number  of  additional  notes,  des- 
cribing marks  which  were  largely  used  before  the  adoption  of  the  standard  disk 
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station  and  reference  marks.  These  vary  to  a  great  extent  with  the  locali- 
ty, depending  somewhat  upon  the  character  of  the  material  available  for  the 
construction  of  permanent  marks. 

For  the  convenience  of  the  reader,  a  brief  description  of  the  marking  is 
given  in  each  of  the  following  descriptions  of  stations.     In  addition,  the 
number  of  the  note  describing  the  mark  in  detail  is  also  given. 

Standard  Notes  on  the  Marking  of  Stations 

Surface  Marks 

Note  1.     --A  standard  disk  triangulation  station  mark  Is  set  in  the  top 
of  (a)     a  square  block  or  post  of  concrete,   (b)  a  concrete  cylinder,   (c)  an 
irregular  mass  of  concrete. 

Note  2.     --A  standard  disk  triangulation  station  mark  wedged  in  a  drill 
hole  in  outcropping  bedrock  (a)  and  surrounded  by  a  triangle  chiseled  in 
the  rock,   (b)  and  surrounded  by  a  circle  chiseled  in  the  rock,   (c)  at  the 
intersection  of  two  lines  chiseled  In  the  rock. 

Note  3.     —A  standard  disk  triangulation  station  mark  set  in  concrete  In 
a  depression  In  outcropping  bedrock. 

Note  4.     —A  standard  disk  triangulation  station  mark  wedged  in  a  drill 
hole  in  a  boulder. 

Note  5.     --A  standard  disk  triangulation  station  mark  set  in  concrete  In 
a  depression  in  a  boulder. 

Note  6.     --A  standard  disk  triangulation  station  mark  set  in  concrete  at 
the  center  of  the  top  of  a  tile  (a)  which  Is  embedded  in  the  ground,  (b) 
which  is  surrounded  by  a  mass  of  concrete,   (c)  which  is  fastened  by  means 
of  concrete  to  the  upper  end  of  a  long  wooden  pile  driven  into  the  marsh, 
(d)  which  is  set  in  a  block  of  concrete  and  projects  from  12  to  20  inches 
above  the  block. 

Underground  Marks 

Note  7.     --A  block  of  concrete  3  feet  below  the  ground  containing  at  the 
center  of  its  upper  surfece  (a)     A  sttndard  disk  triangulation  station  mark, 
(b)  a  copper  bolt  projecting  slightly  above  the  concrete,   (c)  an  iron  nail 
with  the  point  projecting  above  the  concrete,   (d)     a  glass  bottle  with  the 
neck  projecting  a  little  above  the  concrete,   (e)  an  earthenware  jug  with  the 
mouth  projecting  a  little  above  the  concrete. 

Note  8.     —In  bedrock  (a)  a  standard  disk  triangulation  station  mark  wedged 
in  a  drill  hole,   (b)  a  standard  disk  triangulation  station  mark  set  in  concrete 
in  a  depression,   (c)  a  copper  bolt  set  in  cement  in  a  drill  hole  or  depression, 
(d)  an  iron  spike  set  point  up  in  cement  in  a  drill  hole  or  depression. 

Note  9.     --In  a  boulder  3  feet  below  the  ground  (a)  a  standard  disk  trian- 
gulation station  mark  wedged  in  a  drill  hole,   (b)  a  standard  disk  triangulation 
mark  set  in  concrete  in  a  depression,   (c)  a  copper  bolt  set  with  cement  in  a 
drill  hole  or  depression,   (d)  an  Iron  spike  set  with  cement  in  a  drill  hole 
or  depression,  .  . 

Note  10.  --Embedded  in  earth  3  feet  below  the  surface  of  the  ground,  (a) 
a  bottle  In  an  upright  position,   (b)  an  earthenware  jug  in  an  upright  posi- 
tion,  (c)  a  brick  in  a  horizontal  position  with  a  drill  hole  in  its  upper  sur- 
face. 

Reference  Marks 

Note  11.  --A  standard  disk  reference  mark  with  the  arrow  pointing  toward 
the  station  set  at  the  center  of  the  top  of  (a)  a  square  block  or  post  of  con- 
crete,  (b)  a  concrete  cylinder,   (c)  an  irregular  mass  of  concrete. 

Note  12.  --A  standard  disK  reference  mark  with  tne  arrow  pointing  toward 
the  station  (a)  wedged  in  a  drill  hole  in  outcropping  bedrock,   (b)  set  in 
concrete  in  a  depression  in  outcropping  bedrock,   (c)  wedged  in  a  drill  hole 
in  a  boulder,   (d)  set  in  concrete  in  a  depression  in  a  boulder. 

Note  13.  --A  standard  disk  reference  mark  with  the  arrow  pointing  toward 
the  station,  set  in  concrete  at  the  center  of  the  top  of  a  tile  (a )  which  is 
embedded  in  the  ground,   (b)  which  is  surrounded  by  a  mass  of  concrete,  icj 
which  is  fastened  by  means  of  concrete  to  the  upper  end  of  a  long  wooden  pile 
driven  into  the  marsh,   (d)  which  is  set  in  a  block  of  concrete  and  projects 
from  12  to  20  inches  above  the  block. 

Witness  marks 

Note  14.   --A  conical  mound  of  earth  surrounded  by  a  circular  trench.

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Note  15.   --A  tree  marked  with  (a)  a  triangular  blaze  with  a  nail  at  the 
center  and  each  apex  of  the  triangle,    (b)  a  square  blaze  with  a  nail  at  the 
center  and  each  corner  of  the  square,    (c)  a  blaze  with  a  standard  disk  ref- 
erence mark  set  at  its  center  into  the  tree. 

Additional  Notes  on  the  Marking  of  Stations 

Surface  Marks 

Note  16.  --The  point  of  a  60-penny  wire  nail  projecting  above  the  top 
of  a  terra-cotta  pipe-,  2  feet  long  and  4  inches  in  diameter,  filled  with 
and  set  in  concrete  18  inches  in  diameter. 

Note  17.  --The  point  of  a  60-penny  wire  nail  projecting  above  the  top 
of  an  iron  pipe,  2  feet  long  and  of  the  diameter  given  in  the  particular 
description,  filled  with  and  set  in  concrete  18  inches  in  diameter. 

Note  18.   — A  3-inch  bronze  disk  marked  with  triangle  and  legend  "Geodetic 
Survey  of  Canada,  triangulation  station.     For  information  write  Director, 
Ottawa."     The  disk  is  set  in  top  of  concrete  monument  56  inches  long  with 
bases  10  and  16  inches  square,  and  projecting  a  foot  or  so  above  surface  of 
ground . 

Note  19.   --The  standard  survey  mark  of  the  Mississippi  River  Commission 
consisting  of  a  steel  pipe,  4  inches  in  diameter  and  4  feet  long,  resting  ->n 
a  vitrified  tile,   18  inches  square  and  4  inches  thick.     The  bottom  end  of  the 
pipe  is  split  for  several  inches  and  spread  out  to  about  10  inches  in  diame- 
ter.    A  brass  cap  is  riveted  on  top  of  pipe.    The  cap  is  marked  "Mississippi 
River  Commission.     $250.00  fine  for  disturbing  this  mark";  on  each  side  of  a 
small  hole  in  the  center  are  the  letters  "U.S.";  below  this  are  the  words 
"Latitude,  Longitude",  and  "Elevation  above  Sea",  with  a  blank  space  left 
for  cutting  in  the  data.     In  the  tile  is  leaded  a  copper  bolt  surrounded  with 
the  inscription  "Mississippi  River  Commission,  U.S."  in  sunk  letters. 

Underground  Marks 

Note  20.   --The  point  of  a  60-penny  wire  nail,  2^  feet  below  the  surface 
of  the  ground,  projecting  one-fourth  inch  above  the  top  of  a  terra-cotta 
pipe,  2  feet  long  and  4  inches  in  diameter,  filled  with  and  set  in  concrete 
12  Inches  in  diameter. 

Note  21.   --The  point  of  a  60-penny  wire  nail,  2-g-  feet  below  the  surface  of 
the  ground,  projecting  one-fourth  inch  above  the  top  of  an  iron  pipe,  2  feet 
long  and  of  the  diameter  given  in  the  particular  description,  filled  with  and 
set  in  concrete  12  inches  in  diameter. 

Note  22.  — A  bronze  disk  of  the  Geodetic  Survey  of  Canada,  described  in 
note  18,  set  in  top  of  concrete  monument  20  inches  long  and  16  Inches  square, 
and  separated  from  upper  monument  by  a  sheet  of  tarred  paper. 

Reference  Marks 

Note  23.  --The  point  of  a  60-penny  wire  nail  projecting  one-fourth  inch 
above  the  top  of  a  terra-cotta  pipe,  2  feet  long  ana  4  inches  in  diameter, 
filled  with  and  set  In  concrete  1  foot  in  diameter. 

Note  24.   --The  point  of  a  60-penny  wire  nail  projecting  one-fourth  inch 
above  the  top  of  an  iron  pipe,  2  feet  long  and  of  the  diameter  given  in  the 
particular  description,  filled  with  and  set  in  concrete  1  foot  in  diameter. 


TRAVERSE  BY  THE  FLORIDA  MAPPING  PROJECT 


General  Statement 


Although  the  positions  of  the  first  order  triangulation  stations  estab- 
lished by  the  U.  S.  Coast  and  Geodetic  Survey  in  Florida  have  been  deter- 
mined with  a  high  degree  of  accuracy,  their  value  in  local  surveys  is  limit- 
ed to  the  areas  close  to  each  station.     It  was  decided  to  extend  geodetic 
control  more  widely,  the  ultimate  aim  bein^  to  make  It  easily  available  for 
all  sections  of  Florida.     Networks  of  second  and  third  order  traverses  were 
run  between  stations  on  the  various  arcs  of  triangulation.     The  second  order 
lines  were  run  along  highways  and  railroads,  the  monuments  being  so  placed 
that  there  should  be  at  least  one  monument  visible  from  each  station.  No 
pair  of  monuments  is  more  than  two  miles  from  the  neighboring  pairs  on  each 
side.     To  be  acceptable  as  second  order,   these  lines  had  to  close  with  an 
error  not  exceeding  1  part  in  10,000. 
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To  attain  this  degree  of  accuracy,  the  U.  S.  Coast  and  Geodetic  Survey- 
laid  down  certain  rules  of  procedure  as  follows: 

Field  Methods 


Measurement  of  Angles 

The  method  for  1  minute  transits  is  four  sets,  each  set  consisting  of 
twenty-four  observations,  six  of  the  angles  with  telescope  direct,  six 
with  telescope  reversed,  then  six  of  the  explement  with  telescope  reversed 
and  six  with  telescope  direct,  all  angles  being  turned  in  a  clockwise  di- 
rection. 

Maximum  allowable  horizon  closure  was  20  seconds,  but  in  practice  much 
closer  results  were  obtained.     The  various  sets  were  spread  over  the  vernier 
to  eliminate  errors  due  to  circle  graduations.     For  four  sets,  the  Initial 
settings  were  0°,  45°,  90°,  135?    The  variation  between  sets  should  not  ex- 
ceed 5  seconds  from  the  mean. 

At  first,  range  poles,  set  in  tripods,  were  plumbed  over  the  point  on 
the  monument  to  be  observed.     However,  it  was  found  that  angles  measured  in 
this  manner  were  not  accurate  enough,  the  error  being  traced  to  personal 
error  in  plumbing  the  poles.     To  correct  this  condition,  an  observing  flag 
was  recently  designed  by  the  Florida  Mapping  Project.     It  is  held  erect  by 
guy  chains  in  which  are  turnbuckles  for  accurate  adjustment  to  plumb.  A 
spirit  level  is  used  for  an  exact  check.     The  probable  error  at  the  top  of 
this  rod  is  only  3  seconds  at  400- feet.     (See  illustration  no.  19.) 


Chaining 

Distances  were  measured  with  100  foot  steel  tapes  which  were  periodi- 
cally standardized  to  a  master  tape  furnished  by  the  U.  S.  Coast  and  Geo- 
detic Survey.     Measurement  was  made  either  along  the  ground  or  with  supports 
at  each  end.     For  measurement  along  the  ground,  the  tape  was  stretched  with 
an  11  pound  pull.     For  two  supports  the  tension  applied  was  22  pounds.  Tem- 
perature and  inclination  of  the  tape  were  observed  and  entered  in  the  notes. 
Each  course  was  measured  both  forward  and  reverse.     If  the  results  of  these 
two  measurements  differed  more  than  1  part  in  10,000,  the  course  was  remeasur- 
ed  until  results  of  the  required  accuracy  were  obtained. 


Computation 

The  traverse  was  computed  on  the  grid.     The  position  of  the  initial  sta- 
tion was  converted  to  X  and  Y  coordinates  and  the  starting  azimuth  corrected 
to  the  grid.     Before  computation  of  the  traverse  itself,  two  adjustments  were 
made.     Namely  azimuth  and  distance. 


Adjustment  of  Azimuth 

Preliminary  azimuths  were  determined  as  follows.     The  grid  azimuth  from 
the  reference  station  to  the  initial  station  was  known.     The  azimuth  of  the 
first  course  is  the  starting  azimuth  plus  the  angle  at  the  initial  point  minus 
180  degrees.     This  procedure  was  carried  forward  successively  throughout  the 
traverse  to  the  closing  azimuth.     The  difference  between  this  figure  and  the 
true  azimuth  of  the  course  upon  which  the  traverse  closed  is  the  "error  of  an-] 
gle  closure".     The  maximum  allowable  value  for  this  error  is  10  times  the  squaD 
root  of  the  number  of  angles  in  the  traverse.     A  greater  error  calls  for  re- 
turning the  angles.     If  the  error  was  within  the  limits,  the  azimuths  were  ad- 
justed by  distributing  the  error  equally  among  all  the  courses. 


Adjustment  of  Distance 

The  observed  length  of  each  course  was  corrected  to  "adopted  length"  by 
three  adjustments;  -  correction  (l)  for  variation  of  tape  from  master  tape, 
(2)  for  temperature  and, (3)  for  inclination. 

Final  Computation  of  Traverse 

The  adopted  length  of  each  course  was  now  corrected  to  the  scale  of  the 
grid.     This  correction  depends  on  the  location  of  the  line  relative  to  the 
arcs  of  intersection  of  the  cone  of  projection  with  the  surface  of  the  ellip-  j 
sold.     For  greater  accuracy,  each  course  was  corrected  in  this  manner,  althoughj 
it  is  permissable  to  use  a  correction  factor  determined  by  the  mean  latitude 
of  the  whole  line.

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The  traverse  was  now  computed,  using  the  corrected  azimuth  and  grid 
length  of  each' course  to  determine  preliminary  X  and  Y  coordinates  for 
each  station.     The  coordinates  for  the  final  station  as  computed  in  the 
traverse  were  now  compared  to  the  true  coordinates  of  that  point,  the  dif- 
ference between  them  being  the  error  of  closure.    This  difference  must  not 
exceed  1  part  In  10,000.     If  the- error  was  less  than  this  ratio,  the  tra7 
verse  was  considered  satisfactory  and  the  error  of  closure  was  distributed 
among  the  courses  in  proportion  to  their  length.     The  resulting  coordinates 
were  accepted  as  the  most  probable  value  for  the  position  of  each  station. 

Third  Order  Traverses 

These  traverses  were  run  by  the  double  deflection  angle  method  and  ac- 
curacy better  than  1  part  in  5,000  was  acceptable.     The  monuments  are  more 
widely  spaced  and  azimuths  were  taken  to  nearby  physical  features. 

Elevations  on  Second  Order  Traverses 

To  determine  the  elevation  of  the  various  monuments  in  the  second  order 
lines,  levels  were  taken  from  the  nearest  U.  S.  Coast  and  Geodetic  Survey 
bench  marks  and  double  runs  were  made  over  all  courses,  forward  and  reverse. 
Wye  levels  were  used.     The  maximum  allowable  variation  between  differences 
of  elevation  as  observed  on  the  two  runs  was  set  by  the  U.  S.  Coast  and 
Geodetic  Survey  at  .05  feet  times  the  square  root  of  the  length  of  the  course 
in  miles,     (i.e.  for  1  mile,   .05  foot;  for  4  miles,   .1  foot;  for  9  miles, 
.15  foot,  etc.)     In  as  much  as  the  1934  network  of  levels  run  by  the  U.  S. 
Coast  and  Geodetic  Survey  has  not  yet  been  completely  adjusted,  final  adjust- 
ment of  the  State  Survey  levels  must  be  postponed.     For  this  reason,  the 
elevations  for  the  State  Survey  monuments  are  given  to  the  nearest  tenth  of 
a  foot.    When  finally  adjusted,  elevations  to  one  one -thousandth  of  a  foot 
will  be  available. 

Descriptions  of  Traverse  Stations 

The  descriptions  of  traverse  stations  in  this  publication  are  grouped 
according  to  counties.     In  the  various  counties  they  are  arranged:  first, 
according  to  second  and  third  order;  second,  according  to  numbers  of  the 
traverses  themselves.     The  second  order  traverse  lines  are  shown  by  solid 
lines  on  the  county  sketches.    The  third  order  traverse  stations  are  plot- 
ted and  designated  on  the  county  sketches. 

It  is  suggested  that  an  engineer  interested  in  second  order  traverse  sta- 
tion data,  first  turn  to  the  sketch  of  the  county  he  is  interested  in  and 
obtain  the  number  of  the  traverse  line  in  the  vicinity  in  which  he  is  in- 
terested.    After  he  has  the  traverse  number  he  can  easily  find  the  descrip- 
tion of  any  particular  traverse  station  on  the  line  by  turning  to  the  par- 
ticular line  in  the  county. 

The  descriptions  are  so  designed  to  bring  the  engineer  to  the  county, 
the  general  locality,  and  then  to  the  station  itself.     In  order  to  simplify 
the  editing  of  this  publication  and  to  eliminate  the  need  for  repeating  over 
and  over  again  the  marking  of  the  stations  a  note  "FS"  is  placed  in  each  de- 
scription where  it  is  applicable.     The  standard  note  "FS"  has  the  following 
meaning:     "A  standard  U.  S.  Coast  and  Geodetic  Survey  and  State  Survey  stand- 
ard bronze  disk,  stamped  with  the  designation  of  the  station,  set  in  the  top 
of  a  concrete  post,  the  top  of  which  projects  a  few  Inches  above  the  surface 
of  the  ground."

SURVEYING  BY  COORDINATES 


This  can  best  be  illustrated  by  describing  the  procedure  followed  in  an 
actual  survey.     The  tract  surveyed  was  the  Austin  Cary  Memorial  Forest  for 
the  University  of  Florida*    This  property  embraces  parts  of  five  sections 
and  is  very  irregular  in  shape.     As  a  consequence  nearly  every  problem 
that  could  arise  in  a  survey  was  met  and  dealt  with. 

Starting  from  a  State  Survey  Monument,  a  traverse  was  run  around  the 
sections  of  which  the  property  was  a  part.     This  traverse  was  closed  on 
another  monument  in  the  State  Survey  line.     Coordinates  of  each  set  up 
were  figured  in  the  field,  from  the  measured  courses  and  azimuths.  Upon 
closure  of  the  traverse,  the  coordinates  of  the  various  corners  were  known. 
It  was  now  possible  to  go  back  to  the  point  where  the  property  line  cut 
away  from  the  section  line,  figure  the  azimuth  of  the  property  line  and  lay 
it  out  on  the  ground.     As  each  corner  was  established,  its  coordinates  were 
automatically  determined. 
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Field  Procedure 

The  monuments  adjacent  to  the  property  were  A-29,  AD  26,  AD-25. 

Refer  to  the  copy  of  field  notes  of  start  and  finish  of  survey. 

Station  AD-26  was  used  as  back  sight  for  first  set  up,  transit  on  A-29 
and  hub  no.l  set  on  section  line.     The  grid  or  plane  azimuth  from  AD-26  to 
AD-29  was  taken  to  the  nearest  15  seconds  from  the  tables.     The  A  vernier 
was  set  at  double  this  figure.    With  both  motions  clamped  and  telescope 
centered  on  AD-26,  the  telescope  was  plunged  and,  with  upper  motion  free, 
was  centered  on  hub  no.  1.     Vernier  reading  entered  in  notes.    With  upper 
motion  clamped,  lower  motion  free  and  telescope  reversed,  it  was  again  cen- 
tered on  AD-26.     Both  motions  clamped,  telescope  was  again  plunged.  Upper 
motion  free,  sight  was  taken  on  hub  1,  and  vernier  reading  again  noted. 

There  were  now  three  readings  in  the  Vernier  column.     The  difference  be- 
tween the  first  and  second  and  between  the  second  and  third  are  the  two  de- 
flection angles.     If  the  telescope  was  moved  to  the  right,  the  angle  is 
positive  and  the  first  vernier  reading  is  to  be  subtracted  from  the  second, 
the  second  from  the  third.     The  two  deflection  angles  are  now  averaged  and 
the  mean  added  algebraically  to  the  azimuth,  this  sum  being  the  azimuth  of 
the  course  from  A  29  to  Hub  1.     The  needle  reading  was  entered  in  paren- 
thesis as  a  rough  check  on  computation  of  the  grid  bearing. 

The  chaining  was  done  with  only  ordinary  field  accuracy.     Care  was 
taken  to  hold  the  tape  as  nearly  horizontal  as  could  be  judged  by  the  eye 
without  undue  waste  of  time. 

It  was  now  possible  to  compute  the  position  of  hub  1.     This  was  done  by 
the  following  formula. 

Departure  (East-West)  =  distance  times  sine  of  bearing 
Latitude   (North-South)  z  distance  times  cosine  of  bearing 

The  sign  of  the  departure  is  plus  for  East  bearings  and  minus  for  West. 
In  latitude,  It  is  plus  for  north  and  minus  for  south.     Departure  is  added 
algebraically  to  the  X  coordinates  of  the  preceding  station,  latitude  to 
the  Y  value. 

Leaving  the  double  azimuth  on  the  vernier,  transit  was  set  on  hub  1  ana 
two  deflection  angles  were  turned  to  hub  2,  which  was  also  on  the  section 
line.  Note  here  that  the  telescope  was  turned  to  the  left,  and  consequent- 
ly the  sign  of  the  angle  is  negative.  (Note:  -No  deflection  angle  should 
exceed  180O.  This  will  guide  the  recorder  in  case  he  fails  to  notice  the 
direction  in  which  the  telescope  is  rotated.)  Exactly  the  same  procedure 
was  followed  as  in  first  setup. 

With  transit  over  hub  2,  hub  3  was  set  on  line  by  simple  transit  oi  the 
telescope.     The  second  deflection  angle  was  taken  to  eliminate  instrumental 
error.     If  the  single  hub  method  of  running  a  straight  line  is  used,  care 
should  be  taken  to  set  one  hub  with  telescope  direct  and  the  next  with  tele- 
scope reversed.     A  simple  check  of  the  azimuth  computation  is  that  the  azi- 
muth equals  half  last  reading  of  the  vernier  if  the  bearing  is  west.  If 
the  bearing  is  east,  the  azimuth  equals  half  the  last  reading  of  the  vernier 
plus  180°. 

Closing  the  Traverse 

Moving  to  the  closing  notes,  the  last  setup   was  on  Sta  AD  25,  back  sight 
on  hub  49  and  foresight  on  AD  26.     The  observed  closing  azimuth  was  48  56 
00".     The  true  azimuth  was  48°  55'   15",  an  error  of     +0°-02'-45n  .  This 
correction  was  carried  back  through  the  run,  to  the  nearest  15  .     For  the 
first  2  angles,  no  correction,  for  the  next  five  angles  +  15   ,  for  the 
next  5,   +  30",  etc.     The  slight  change  in  coordinates  was  made. 

It  was  now  found  that  the  X  coordinate  lacked  3.0  feet  of  the  true  figure 
and  the  Y  failed  to  close  by  0.9  feet.     This  closing  error  was  distributed 
proportionately  among  the  principal  points  and  corners  to  determine  the 
most  probable  position  for  each  control  point.     The  method  used  was:  -

Having  determined  the  coordinates  of  the  corners  of  an  area,  to  run  a  true 
line  through  its  center:

To  lay  out  the  line  on  the  ground,  it  is  simply  necessary  to  set  up  on  E, 
back  sight  on  A,  plunge  the  telescope  and  turn  the  required  angle. 

To  compute  the  distance  between  two  points  whose  coordinates  are  known, 
but  where  the  direct  line  between  them  has  not  been  measured,  use  the  fol- 
lowing formula: 
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Let  A  and  B  be  the  points  and  xa,  ya  =  coordinates  of  A 

and  xb    yb  =  coordinates  of  B 

Then  distance  =  V    (xa  -*b)  2  +    (ya  -  yb  )2 

The  foregoing  examples  are  only  a  few  of  the  problems  that  will  be  met  in 
the  field,  but  the  competent  surveyor  will  be  able  to  solve  each  as  he  comes 
to  it  by  some  simple  modification  of  the  general  methods  outlined  above. 

It  should  be  clearly  understood  that  there  is  no  intention  to  move  the 
location  of  any  township,  range,  section  or  quarter  section  monument  es- 
tablished by  the  original  land  survey  and  able  to  be  proved  today.  When 
these  marks  are  found  and  proved  up,  their  coordinates  are  to  be  determined 
and  the  survey  based  on  them.    As  each  new  survey  is  made    the  coordinates 
and  geographic  positions  will  be  recorded  and  eventually  the  exact  location 
of  every  corner  of  every  piece  of  property  will  be  established  and  known. 


LEVELING  BY  THE  U.  S.  COAST  AND  GEODETIC  SURVEY 


General  Statement 


This  publication  contains  the  descriptions  and  elevations  of  all  bench 
marks  in  the  Florida  Lambert  Projection  that  have  been  established  by  the 
U.  S.  Coast  and  Geodetic  Survey.     The  elevations  of  these  bench  marks  have 
been  determined  by  first  and  second  order  leveling  and  are  three  classes: 
First  order  adjusted,  second  order  adjusted,  and  second  order  unadjusted. 
Elevations  of  the  first  and  second  classes  are  given  with  the  descriptions 
in  meters  and  feet;  elevations  of  the  third  class  are  given  with  the  de- 
scriptions and  followed  by  "unadjusted".     The  descriptions  of  bench  marks 
are  grouped  according  to  counties.

Instruments  and  Field  Methods 


The  first  and  second  order  leveling  by  the  U.  S.  Coast  and  Geodetic  Survey, 
in  Florida  was  all  run  with  instrumental  equipment  either  exactly  like  or 
very  similar  to  that  described  in  U.  S.  Coast  and  Geodetic  Survey  Special 
Publication  No.  129,  Geodetic  Level  and  Rod.     The  first  order  field  work  was 
done  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  and  specifications  given  in  Coast 
and  Geodetic  Survey  Special  Publication  No.  140,  Manual  of  First  Order  Level- 
ing.    The  second  order  field  work  was  done  as  the  first  order  field  work  ex- 
cept that  the  lines  were  run  only  once,  the  only  check  on  the  second  order 
work  being  the  elevation  check  at  the  ends  of  the  lines. 

Computations  and  Adjustments 

The  office  computation  of  the  leveling  done  by  the  U.  S.  Coast  and  Geodetic 
Survey  in  Florida  was  carried  out  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  given 
in  Special  Publication  No.  140,  Manual  of  First  Order  Leveling.     Rod  and 
temperature  corrections  were  applied  to  the  observed  differences  and,  in 
cases  where  it  was  necessary,  the  level  corrections  and  the  corrections  for 
the  index  errors  of  the  rods  were  also  applied.     The  final  adjustments  of 
lines  32  to  40  inclusive,  are  not  complete  and  are  not  available  for  in- 
cluding in  this  publication.     The  best  available  unadjusted  elevations  of 
the  bench  marks  on  these  lines  are  given  with  the  descriptions. 

The  computations  and  corrections  for  the  Coast  and  Geodetic  Survey  ad- 
justed leveling  were  carried  to  four  decimal  places  in  meters  until  the 
final  elevations  were  derived,  when  they  were  rounded  off  to  the  nearest 
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millimeter  for  publication.     The  elevations  in  feet  were  determined  by  con- 
verting the  metric  elevations,  using  the  factor,  1  meter  equals  3.2808353 
feet. 

Method  of  Adjustment 

In  1929  a  general  adjustment  of  20,000  miles  of  first  order  leveling  in 
Canada  and  about  40,000  miles  of  first  order  leveling  in  the  United  States 
were  all  adjusted  in  a  single  least  squares  adjustment  in  which  mean  sea 
level  was  held  at  zero.     In  1932  and  1933  an  intensive  campaign  of  control 
leveling  was  carried  out  in  Florida.     Prior  to  the  1929  general  adjustment 
no  leveling  had  been  run  in  Florida  south  of  the  line  from  Cedar  Keys  to 
St.  Augustine.     This   line  was  rerun  in  1932  and  1933,  giving  new  elevations 
throughout  line  and  superseding  the  values  on  the  line  derived  by  the  1929 
general  adjustment. 

After  the  field  work  for  the  first  order  level  net  of  Florida  was  complete 
it  was  fitted  into  the  1929  general  adjustment  by  a  supplemental  least  squares 
adjustment. 

The  second  order  adjusted  lines  have  been  fitted  in  to  the  first  order  net 
adjustment  so  that  all  adjusted  elevations  in  Florida  are  in  harmony  with  the 
1929  general  adjustment. 

For  a  more  complete  description  of  the  adjustments  of  level  lines  in  Flo- 
ride  see  pages  3  and  4  of  U.  S.   Coast  and  Geodetic  Survey  Special  Publica- 
tion No.  185. 

Bench  Marks 

The  standard  bench  mark  disk  now  used  by  the  Coast  and  Geodetic  Survey  is 
shown  on  the  opposite  page.     These  disks  are  set  in  existing  structures,  in 
concrete  post  cast  in  place  and  precast  concrete  posts  for  the  special  pur- 
post,  and  in  outcrops  of  rock  where  such  outcrops  are  available. 

In  starting  new  leveling,  difficulty  is  sometimes  encountered  by  field 
parties  In  connecting  with  bench  marks  which  are  disks  set  vertically  in  walls 
or  which  are  small  chiseled  squares  with  the  elevations  referred  to  the  bot- 
toms of  the  holes.     The  wall  bench  marks  present  no  difficulty  if  the  level- 
man  uses  a  tape  instead  of  a  rod  in  taking  the  sight  on  the  bench  mark.  If 
the  mark  is  high  on  the  wall  a  tape  can  be  allowed  to  hang  down  from  the  mark, 
giving  a  "minus  backsight"  or  a  "plus  foresight". 

In  connecting  with  the  bottom  of  a  chiseled  square  which  is  too  small  to 
admit  the  foot  of  an  ordinary  level  rod,  a  small  block  can  be  put  in  the 
hole.     The  rod  is  held  on  It  for  the  backsight  and  the  same  block  is  carried 
forward  and  placed  on  the  first  turning  point  while  the  foresight  is  being 
taken.     Then,  if  the  block  is  removed  from  the  first  turning  point  before  the 
next  backsight  is  taken,  the  elevation  carried  forward  will  be  the  same  as 
if  the  rod  had  been  held  directly  on  the  bottom  of  the  square. 

During  a  period  of  years  bench  marks  are  subjected  to  many  various  dis- 
turbing influences  which  sometimes  effect  their  elevations.     In  starting  a 
new  line  of  levels  it  is  advisable  to  make  connection  to  at  least  two  bench 
marks  which,  as  shown  by  the  new  leveling,  have  not  changed  in  relative 
elevation. 

LEVELING  AND  TRAVERSE  BY  THE  U.  S.   GEOLOGICAL  SURVEY 


Datum 

The  primary  traverse  extended  by  the  U.  S.   Geological  Survey  and  found 
in  this  publication  is  on  the  North  American  Datum.     The  third  order  tra- 
verse in  West  Florida  extended  by  the  U.  S.   Geological  Survey  is  on  the 
North  American  Datum  1927.     The  datum  of  all  the  leveling  by  the  Survey  is 
the  1929  General  Adjustment. 

Classification  of  Leveling 

The  U.  S.   Geological  Survey  leveling  In  Florida  is  classed  as  third  order, 
the  specifications  for  which  require  that  the  closure  errors,   in  feet,  be  less 
than  the  amount  five  hundreths  times  the  square  root  of  the  miles  of  line.  The 
work  was  done  with  a  Prism   level,  and  for  the  most  part  especially  in  west 
Florida, yard  rods  showing  graduations  on  strips  of  invar  metal.     Proper  adjust- 
ments have  been  made  in  West  Florida  to  distribute  all  circuit  closure  errors 
and  to  make  the  results  agree  with  the  elevations  established  by  first  and 
second  order  leveling  of  the  U.  S.  Coast  and  Geodetic  Survey 
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The  standard  monuments  of  the  Geological  Survey,  are  of  two  forms.  The 
first  form  is  a  circular  bronze  or  aluminum  disk  3^  inches  in  diameter  and 
one-fourth  inch  thick,  having  a  3  inch  stem,  which  Is  fastened  in  a  drill 
hole  in  a  rock  outcrop  or  existing  structures  or  set  in  the  top  of  a  con- 
crete post.     The  second  form  is  a  hollow  wrought-iron  post  3g  inches  in 
outer  diameter  and  4  feet  in  length  after  being  split  at  the  bottom  and  ex- 
panded to  10  Inches  in  order  to  give  a  firm  bearing  on  the  earth.    A  bronze 
or  aluminum-bronze  cap  is  riveted  over  the  top  of  the  post,  which  is  set  3 
feet  in  the  ground.     Copper  nails  li  inches  in  length  driven  through  a  cop- 
per washer  seven-eights  of  an  inch  in  diameter,  are  used  for  unimportant 
points.    See  picture  of  Geological  Survey  Bench  Marks. 


Descriptions 

The  descriptions  of  bench  marks  and  traverse  stations  are  given  with  the 
various  counties.     Marks  that  have  no  other  designation  are  designated  by 
their  elevation.     Marks  that  have  no  determined  positions  have  the  sen- 
tence, "Position  was  not  determined",  following  their  description.  Marks 
that  have  no  elevation  determined  have  the  sentence,  "Elevation  was  not 
determined",  following  their  descriptions. 

In  the  description  of  each  monument  there  is  given  the  county  and  Geo- 
logical Quadrangle  in  which  it  is  located.  Permanent  monuments  are  plot- 
ted on  the  county  sketches  found  with  each  county. 

Geodetic  and  Plane  Coordinates 

A  tabulation  at  the  end  of  each  county  gives  the  designation  of  the  vari- 
ous monuments  together  with  geographic  coordinates  and  elevations.

To  reach  station  from  Carrabelle  go  northeast  6.1 
miles  to  the  Pinelog  Ferry  over  Crooked  River,  cross  ferry  and  go  0.5  mile 
to  Pinelog  Settlement,  go  north  2.45  miles  to  station.     Station  and  under- 
ground marks  are  marked  according  to  notes  la  and  7a,  reference  and  azimuth 
marks  are  marked  according  to  note  11a.

KEATON  (HCW  1933,  1934)     About  21  miles  south  of  Perry,  at  Keaton  Beach, 
a  small  fishing  and  sponging  settlement  on  the  Gulf  Coast.     The  mark  is  79 
feet  west  of  the  brick  chimney  foundation  at  Mr.  W.  A.  Brown's  house,  50  feet 
northwest  of  the  northwest  corner  of  the  store  and  amusement  building,  and 
50  feet  east  of  high  water  mark.     Mr.  Brown  is  the  owner  of  all  the  buildings 
and  land  In  Keaton  Beach.

MCCaLL     (HCW  1933)    About  12  miles  southwest  of  Salem  on  Pish  Creek,  Dead- 
mans  Bay  on  land  owned  by  McCall  Brothers,  123  feet  west  of  shoreline  at  boat 
landing,  97  feet  southeast  of  McCalls  house,  73.5  feet  west  of  a  house  near 
water  line,  27  yards  north  of  the  east-west  canal,  and  projects  8  inches.  To 
reach  the  station  go  to  Athena  on  Highway  19,  between  Perry  and  Cross  City. 
From  the  railroad  station  at  Athena  go  east  on  Highway  19  0.4  mile  and  turn 
south  on  the  Keaton  Beach  road  (sand),  follow  the  main  travelled  road  and 
Keaton  Beach  signs  8.3  miles  and  take  left  fork,  follow  the  main  travelled 
road  0.3  miles  to  the  bridge  at  Thelma,  cross  bridge  and  take  right  fork  and 
follow  main  travelled  road  4.6  miles  to  the  end  of  road  at  Fish  Creek.

SALEM  BASE  "A"  (HCW  1933,  1934)     At  the  point  of  intersection  of  tangency 
of  the  northeast  rail  of  the  Atlantic  Coast  Line  at  a  curve  6.4  miles  south- 
east of  Salem,  on  the  railroad  right-of-way  1.4  miles  southeast  of  milepost 
no.  137,  at  the  bottom  edge  of  a  fill  13.40  feet  southwest  of  the  southwest 
edge  of  the  southwest  rail.     The  station  mark  consists  of  a  4"  x  4n  cypress 
stake  projecting  12  inches  above  the  ground  surface  with  a  lOd  nail  in  the 
top  marking  the  center.     The  stake  is  surrounded  by  a  mass  of  concrete 
around  the  top  making  it  very  rigid.

The  station  is  in  the  open  timber  land  in  a  cleared  space  once  occupied  by  a 
house,  evidence  of  the  ruins  still  remain.     It  is  75  paces  south  of  the  Hamp- 
ton-Scanlon  road,  43  feet  east  of  the  center  line  of  a  woods  road  leading  off 
the  main  road,  43  feet  south  of  an  18  inch  blazed  pine  tree,  97  feet  north- 
east of  another  18  inch  blazed  pine  tree,  45  feet  north  of  the  northerly  one 
of  a  group  of  live  oak  trees,  and  projects  10  inches  above  ground.     To  reach 
the  station  from  Hampton  Springs  follow  the  Perry-Covington  via  Hampton  Springs 
macadam  road  11.6  miles  to  a  tee  intersection  road  leading  southwest  at  a  farm- 
house on  the  northeast  side  of  the  highway,     Go  southwest  on  the  woods  road 
(to  Scanlon)  and  follow  It  5.6  miles  to  a  dim  trail  leading  south,  turn  south 
on  this  trail  and  follow  it  75  yards  to  the  station.     The  station  and  under- 
ground marks  are  marked  according  to  notes  la  and  7a.     The  reference  and  azi- 
muth marks  are  marked  according  to  note  11a.

STEIN  (HCW  1933,   1934)     About  20  miles  northwest  of  Cross  City,  about  5 
miles  northwest  of  the  fishing  village  at  Deadmans  Bay,  at  the  mouth  of  the 
Steinhatchee  River,  on  a  small  low  sand  ridge  which  is  covered  with  scrub  oak 
and  pine,  33  feet  north  of  a  15  inch  oak  tree  marked  with  a  large  triangular 
blaze  and  25  feet  east  of  the  center  line  of  the  road.     The  mark  projects  8 
inches.     Reached  from  Perry  by  U.  S.  19  southwest  28.7  miles  to  the  junction

Continue  straight  ahead  for  4.0  miles  to  the  end  of  the  macadam  at  the  Fen- 
holloway  River  bridge.     Cross  bridge  and  continue  0.5  mile  to  road  forks. 
Take  right  fork  and  follow  main  road  8.0  miles  to  the  station.     The  station 
and  underground  marks  are  marked  according  to  notes  la  and  7a.     The  reference 
and  azimuth  marks  are  marked  according  to  note  11a.     The  mark  is  at  the  summit 
of  low  ridge,  48  feet  west  of  the  road,  and  projects  6  inches.     The  ridge 
is  covered  with  scrub  oak.
